- Matthew 27:46 Do you think Jesus blurted this out merely 
so that he could mimic Psalm 22? 
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Belief: head and. 

Belief: is struggle a good indicator of weak faith? 

Is it a sign of being agnostic? Or does struggle need strong faith? 

How much room is there for safe, open spiritual struggle at KCRC? 

B. Getting un-stuck

- “If God is all powerful & loving, WHY does he allow suffering?”
